to small fragments. Fresh bones are val 
liable feed for poultry of any sort, provid 
ed the fragments are so small the bird* 
can swallow taeirj 
Onee m the crop of a 


fowl bits of bone will soon be changed in- 
to soft palatableffood 
Our own practice 


is to have a dish[ in the kitchen especially 
to receive the bones that are purchased 
with the hecff taak, mutton and other meat 
Then every day] those pieces are taken to 
a chopping block and with an old axje 
hiving a sharp cutting edge tbev are crush- 
ed wuh tbe beajl of the axe and cut into 
pieces not larger than kernels of Indun 
corn. Thd fonll devour tbem with -»rav 
enous. appetite ! Bones are worth more to 
feed fouls than the «ame number of pounds 
of prime grain.
